In response to the attitude of the ques- 


tion Mr. Dailey, a Canadian revenue of- 
ficer said : We (Canadians want to do the 
fair thing to all 
The penalty of $6 for 


an American's,} ermlt to fiah in Canadian 
Waters was flr it affixed to the fishery 
regulations .on tho report reaching us 
that Americans were slaughtering fish in 
our waters. We don't want to injure 
American fishermen in any way and we 
appreciate the fact that many of our 
boatmen find employment in American 
waters. 
A great many of our own boatmen arc 


themselves opposed to this measure and 
In protection to them it might be ad- 
visable to modify this law. 
1 Acting upon Mr. Dalley's suggestion, 
an American committee was appointed, 
consisting of Dr. Kennlaon, of Alexander 
Bay, N. Y., and Mr. Lampson, of Cleve- 
land, to act with a committee from the 
Canadian boatmen and present the pro- 
test before the provincial government at 
Ottawa as 6oon as possible.
